Secretary Bristow hud a 
consultation with the President in re 
gard to the change in this office on 
Saturday, tho result of which was the 
understanding 
that 
the 
Secretary 


should ask General Spinner for hi- 
resignation. This was done the same 
day, being placed oo the ground that 
the General was becoming weary of 
offi e, and had several times indicated 
a desire to be relieved. 
To-day his 


resignation was made to the President 
through the Secretary of the Treasury. 
The letter of resignation se's forth that 
over fourteen years ago he had assumed 
the duties of the office, and then made 
u| solemn promise] to 
hiinbclf tha' 


he would discharge its duties to the 
best of his ability. 
He felt that he 


had kept bis promise, i»nd now he need- 
ed rest, and.would be obliged to tho 
President it he would now accept his 
resignation. This letter will be laid 
before the President to-morrow and 
formally accepted. 


Mr. New was not an applicant for 


this place or any other, and did not 
know that it was to bo tondorcd. 
His 


name was suggested by Senator Mor- 
ton, who wan consulted her« when it 
was known the vacancy was to occur. 
Mr. New is cashier of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Indianapolis, and is a 
gentleman of culture and wea.th. 
He 


was a State Senator four years. During 
the war he was Quartermaster General 
on the staff of Governor Morton, and 
while holding that position was en- 
trusted with providing money to incot 
the war expenses of the State in arm- 
ing, clothing and feeding volunteers, aj. 
a time when the Democratic Legisla- 
ture, for the purpose of crippling these 
measures, refused to make_ any appro 


tion -adopted providing that a joint 
committee of four Senators and four 
Representatives be appointed, who in 
conjunction with the auditor shall con- 
stitute a Revenue Committee whose 
duty it shall be to report to the Gov- 
ernor as soon as ia practicable, a system 
of raising revenue as free from defects 
as possible.
